With a little 
skill, and less expenditure, he can 
have dozens of plants for less than 
the cost of one in these inflationary 
days. 
It is just as easy to grow m any 
perennial 
flowers 
as 
vegetables, 
once the correct routine is learned; 
and home grown plants will usual­ 
ly be sturdier than purchased ones, 
and can be m oved to th eir places in 
the garden w ith a m inim um of 
shock. 
Seed m ay take considerable tim e 
to germ inate, so it is best to p re­ 
p are a seed bed. surrounded by a 
fram e of boards which will pro­ 
tect the soil from the w ash of heavy 
ram s. A lath canopy to provide 
shade during hot w eather should 
alw ays be provided. Sifted top soil 
should be filled in to raise the level 
of the bed a few inches above the 
surrounding 
surface 
and 
insure 
good drainage. 
Sow the seeds in rows, labeling 
each row. C over seed only with 
porous soil, peat m oss or sand, nev­ 
e r with clay soil. Until the seeds 
sprout the surface should be kept 
m oist.
